Such action on the 
part of the United States would be further 
evidence in support of the charge of Huerta 
that the Wilson administration is in alliance 
with the Constitutionalists. 

It may be that, immediately after the con- 
ference is opened, the Mexican delegates will 
insist that the American government refrain 
from giving assistance to the Carranza 
cause. A demand of this character cannot 
be acted on by the mediators. The most 
they will do will be to refer it to the Amer- 
ican representatives and leave to them the 
duty of taking the matter up with Wash- 
ington. 


Zapata Offers Land Solution. 

There reached the mediators tonight, from 
What source is not known, the plan of Gen. 
Emiliano Zapata, the bandit chief of the 
state of Morelos, for the settlement of the 
land problem of the repuhlic, and the other 
questions involved in the situation. Zapata 
demands, as does President Wilson and Gen. 
Carranza, that Huerta shall go. 

Zapata demands that the lands seized by 
big landlorda, cientificos, and cheefs be re- 
stored to the townships or citizens. 

He also demands that one-third of these 
land monopoties shall be seized by the gov- 
ernment and opened for settlement by the 
peons who now have no chance to obtain 
land. 

In case any of the land owners oppose this 
Settlement, it is proposed that all their lands 
shall be nationalized and two-thirds of them 
be used as a war indemnity and as pensions 
for widows and orphans of the victims who 

lost their lives in the Mexican revolts. 


May Confer with Zapata. 

It is assumed that the representatives of 
the United States and Gen. Huerta will talk 
over the Zapata and other plans which from 
time to time have been proposed. 

As hitherto has been announced, however, 
the mediators will be chary about injecting 
themselves into a discussion along these 
lines. They will feel their work has been 
accomplished if able to obtain an agreement 


for the creation of a provisional government | 


in which all factions will be represented 
and under the auspices of which the elec- 
tions for a permanent president will be con- 
ducted. 

The mediators realize that the land 
problem in Mexico cannot be settled by a 


-  —__—_._gpecific plan adopted here. The state of 


Morelos, where sugar is produced, is essen- 
tially different in labor conditions from the 
state of Guerrera, where coffee is raised, or 
from other states where mining is the prin- 
cipal industry. What they would preier is 
to have the conference require the proposed 
government to undertake the framing and 
passage of laws which will equitably and 
satisfactorily settle the land problem.

Washington, D. C., May 19.—I[ Special. 
President Wilson today declined to see 
Robert J. Kerr of Chicago, who served three 
days as civil governor of Vera Cruz. 

Secretary Tumulty told Mr. Kerr the pres- 
ident didn’t care for his views on the Mex- 
jean situation. As a result of the repuff, 
Kerr quit Washington tonight. He is now 
on his way to Chicego, and on arriving there 
tomorrow afternoon he has promised to de- 
liver a broadside at the Wilson-Bryan Mex- 
can policy, which, he says, will make the 
people sit up and take notice. 

Mr. Kerr attributes the difficulties between 
this country and Mexico to the “evident 
partisanship of President Wilson, his failure 
to comprehend the elementary situation. and 
his lack of a definite workable plan of solu- 
tion.” 

He said every American citizen in Mexico 
and particularly all foreigners as well as 
the Mexicans themselves are open and frank 
in their criticism of the Wilson policy. 


Cites Army Men’s Views. 
Not only that, but he charged that the on- 
cers of the army and navy now at Vera Cruz 


believe this government is following a mi- 


taken policy. . 

Mr. Kerr also confided that he feels hurt 
at the evident lack of appreciation of his 
efforts on the part of the administration. 

“While I did not come to get thanks for 
giving three weeks of my time at Vera Crus 
without expectation of recompense, I am 
disappointed that there was no word of ap- 
preciation at all. However, I wae hand- 
somely thanked by the officers of both the 
army and navy down there for my «fforts, 
and that is enough for me.” 

It was apparent from Mr. Kerr's conversa- 
tion that he believes the government made 
a mistake in the first place in not recognizing 
Huerta. He also thinks a greater one is 
being made in the assistance given the Con- 
stitutionalists. Imtervention is the only 
way to straighten the matter out now, ac- 
cording to the Chicagoan. 


Says He Knows Mexico. 

“I am sorry the president would not see 
me, he said in parting. ‘‘I had nothing to 
gain by the interview, as I was seeking 
nothing. But I do believe, without boasting... 
there is no American who knows more about 
Mexico than I do. 

Also I believe I know the foreign popu- 
lation of Mexico, Buropeans as well as 
Americans, as well as anybody else. 

“I am not a partisan in politics, I have 
no interest in the Democratic party or any 
other party. I have, however, an interest 
in the American government, and, having 
seen and heard every one in Mexico, for- 
elgners and Mexicans alike, condemn this 
country, I thought it but proper to offer to 
tell the president the reasons for condemna- 
tion.“ :

FLEES TO ESCAPE DEATH. 


Fugitive Predicts Violent Outbreak in 
Capital in a Few Days.

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZE.] 

Vera Cruz, May 19.—Gen. Aureliano Ur- 
rutia, Huerta’s former minister of the in- 
terior, whom a Vera Cruz mob wanted to 
lynch yesterday, is still at the Hotel Dili- 
gencias with an armed American guard to 
protect him. In the meantime the people of 
Vera Cruz are doing everything to induce the 
United States authorities to hold the man 
until he can be tried by the Mexican courts, 
They accuse him specifically of almost every 
crime in the criminal calendar, from murder 
down. 

Urrutia, outwardly calm, received the cor- 
respondent in his room at the hotel today. 
His wife, eyes red with weeping, was at 
his side. He was asked about the charges 
against him. 

They can prove nothing.“ he said calmly. 


Why He Left Capital. 

Asked why he had left Mexico City, Dr. 
Urrutia said: 

“I left Mexico City because I knew my 
enemies, José Maria Lozano and Mohena, 
were plotting my destruction. They had half 
persuaded Gen. Huerta that I was hostile 
to him, and it would have taken little more 
for him to order my death. 

“ As a truth I have kept absolutely aloof 
from politics since I left the cabinet last 
September. I have devoted myself to my 
practice of medicine and to my sanitarium., 

** Personally, however, I have been op- 
posed to Huerta’s policies. I believe he has 
created a prejudice against Mexico through- 
out the world. I believe that if Huerta and 
ali connected with his administration would 
resign now, and guarantees were given that 
the popular choice of the people would be 
put in office, both the Federals and the rebels 
would lay down their arms and peace would 
come. I think that in some way the United 
States must back that guarantee or sup- 
port it. 


Conditions in Capital Bad. 

* The situation at the capital grows worse 
daily. Unless the mediators can accomplish 
something within three or four days I look 
for a terrible effusion of blood in Mexico 
City. It will come surely within a week. If 
Huerta is eliminated or effaces himself, 
peace will be restored within a few days. 
In that case I will return to the capital and 
do what I can to assist in the reconstruc 
tion; otherwise I will expatriate myself and 
practice my profession abroad. 

“TI cannot return now, nor can I remain 
here because of the false accusations made 
against me by those who are my enemies and 
would destroy me if they could. I can say 


that I had absolutely nothing to do with the 


deeds which they charge against me. 0 

“So far as I know Huerta is determined 
not to resign, but will go down fighting. 
When he goes, he may carry with him the 
capital, for there are reports that he has 
undermined the national palace and other 
public buildings and will blow themup. The 
only trouble is he does not know from which 


} direction the blow is to come. He suspects 


every one and endeavors to guard against 
them by wholesale arrests, exiles, and exe- 
cutions.” 


Expect Outbreak. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PREES.] 

Vera Cruz, May 19.—The Anterican sol- 
diers and the residents of Vera Cruz, native 
and foreign, continue to show the keenest 
interest in reports from the capital, all of 
which tend to support the theory that an 
effort will be made at an early date to 
unseat President Huerta. 

None of these reports is definite, but men 
whose close relations with the authorities 
at the Mexican capital have caused them 
to be regarded as a reliable source of in- 
formation, are convinced of the existence 
of a plot embracing officers of the Mexican 
army as well as politicians.

‘vanished partner, the evil Mr. Ashurst. But 
even Mr. Ashurst can hardly be expected to 
know as much as Forsberg himself about 
certain notes which have been dug from the 
éébris. 

The notes are being held by the Central 
Trust company, as federal receiver. One of 
them, dated Jan. 6, 1914, and maturing a 
‘year from that date, is for $3,787.55. An- 
other. dated March 26 and payable “ on de- 
mand,” is for $1,000. Both are signed by 
W. R. Forsberg. 


Strong Even for Privateer. 

Borrowing money from one’s own bank in 
one’s Own name is going pretty strong even 
for a private banker, the receiver's men 
agreed. The boy banker will have to tell 
what happened to the money—and also what 
happened to the $1,000 loaned on the note 
The note is secured 

ly @ certificate of deposit in the Midway 
ank. and such certificates at present rating 
are in bad repute.

Washington D. O., May 19.—(Special.]— 

Pollution of the water supply of Chicago 
and other lake cities by the sewage dis- 
charged fromm vessels will be prohibited, if 
congress passes a Dill, approved by the 
United States public health service, which 
was introduced in the house today by Rep- 
resentative Mann. 
The bill provides: That no common car- 
rier operating vessels, craft; or other vehi- 
cles or structures for the purpose of navi- 
| gation shell discharge of cause to be dis- 
charged sewage or any other noxious ma- 
terial into the waters of the great lakes so 
as to pollute water supplies of cities or towns 
or of other vessels plying on the great lakes; 
that no common carrier operating on the 
gteat lakes shall provide on steam vessels 
for the use of their crews and passengers 
water supplies containing organisms or ma- 
terials likely to catise disease of man. 

For violation of the law an offender may 
be fined not more than $500 or imprisoned 
for not more than two years, or given both

“Spartacus” Neglected 
by the “Movie Fans.” 


OES the motion picture, despite its free 
for all aspect, demand what the efficiency 
experts term a special salesmanship”? 
Do the qualifications of the man who suc- 
cessfully sells Shakspeare, grand opera, 
problem play, musical comedy, and other com- 
modities grouped as “regular theater” debar 
him from profit taking when he goes in for the 
cinema togra ph? 

Prosperity is not yet come to “ Spartacus,” al- 
though it is projected at the Auditorium in the 
grand manner by two gentlemen of the theater 
who may be regarded as both expert and sea- 
soned. The commercial side of opera in this city 
owes much to Mr. Guy Hardy’s combination of 
good taste and business judgment, while Mr. 
Donaghey has time after time, his personal faith 
enlisted, carried to popular success ventures 
which his associates stood ready to discard. 

The Auditorium itself is a beautiful and spa- 
cious resort. Its galleries contain seats for 
more persons than can be crowded into any two 
other theaters in Chicago. Intimacy is not de- 
gired dy the public when pictures are the stage 
fare; and the magnificent distances of the opera 
house would, therefore, seem to be an advah- 
tage for those who care for the drama in cellu- 
loid,; The exhibitions are but two to the day and 
are on schedule, so that one audience is not 
asked to stand in the lobby while another is 
being entertained. Nor need the units of a party 
be separated, inasmuch as the arrangement of 
performances permits of the reservation of 
seats in advance, 

As if all this were not enough, there is an 
orchestra such as is not furnished for even the 
most musically ambitious of plays with songs. 
Its thirty-eight men form a genuine ensemble: 
they belong to the opera forces. They are di- 
rected for Spartacus by a conductor whose 
weekly wage is a sum that would discharge all 
the obligations for a week of the average pic- 
ture show.” He has fitted to the scenes of the 
film a score that is beautiful of itself and really 
interpretative in its relation to the story. This 
music is played with such skill and feeling that 
the score and screen in combination are syn- 
chronized as nearly as is humanly possible. 

The stage is so enframed that the white sheet 
against which the picture is thrown is never 
visible. Twice in the unreeling of the 8,000 feet 
of film there is a pause while Mr. Altschuler and 
his men play. Taken all in all, the venture at 
the Auditorium would seem to represent the 
very apotheosis of the photoplay; but the public 
remains indifferent.

The filmed “Spartacus” follows the story of 
the old plays dealing with the brawny Thracian 
who showered woe upon the Roman légions. As 
a story it is good, sturdy melodrama, always in 


-attion, never static even for the scenes of ten- 


derness and romance. The physical undertak- 
ings of the actors who posed for it must often 
have given them pause—for example, when 400 
or so of them were called upon to lower them- 
selves over the face of a cliff that they might 
descend silently into the Roman camp that 
oe the mountain pass and the way to lib- 
erty. | 

Good actors, too, for all the purposes of the 
film—volatile, emotional Italians, with a gift of 
fluent pantomime and great expressiveness of 
eye. The man who posed for Spartacus would 
put Sandow to the blush. These actors are 
shown against backgrounds of much verisimili- 
tude. The Circus Maximus ts not only archi- 
tecturally impressive but is crowded for the 
Roman holidays when Spartacus was called upon 
to perform. 

The captious may complain that the Hon

causes at the Chicago State hospital for the 
insane at Dunning Saturday night. Tworibs 
were found broken and an arm fractured and 
relatives had demanded an investigation. 
Testimony showed Dwight was violently in- 
sane and had inflicted the injuries himself. 
Dwight was taken to Dunning early this 
month when he was brought back from Mo- 
bile, Ala., by his wife, Mrs. Grace Pyle 
Dwight.

Chicago Needs 303 New Street Cars, 
Says Report. 


Samuel Insull and Henry A. Blair will at- 
tend a meeting of the council committee on 
local transportation next Tuesday morning.

Negotiations toward consolidation were 
dropped a year ago, when the city represent- 
atives refused to support or approve a bill 
prepared by the companies for presentation 
to the legislature. 

It was a bill to permit the merging of cor- 
porations organized under the railway act 
with others organized under the general in- 
corporation act. As some of the elevated 
franchises have more than twenty years 
to run the companies would not include a 
provision limiting all grants under the act 
to that period of life. For this reason the 
council refused to indorse the bill.

McEwen 
transferred the property to H. E. Collins on 
Nov. 24. The property got to Congdon from 
Collins on Dec. 10 and was held by him until 
Feb. 10, when it Was again transferred to 
McEwen. 5 

There are judgments against McEwen in 
two bond forfeitures, but the state never has 
been able to get execution because the prop- 
erty seems mysteriously to disappear from 
McEwen's name when an attempt is made to 
collect the Judgments.

Fifty-three Hundred Follow- 
ers of Essad Pasha Attack 
Palace at Durazzo, 


FOREIGN SAILORS LAND. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

VIENNA, May 19.—A revolt, said to have 
been instigated by Essad Pasha, has broken 
out in Albania, and the king, Prince William 
of Wied, has been under fire. Five thousand 
three hundred supporters of Eesad, who is 
known to have aspirations to the sovereignty, 
attacked the palace at Durazzo, but were 
driven off with the help of detachments 
landed by the foreign warshipsin the harbor, 
to the commanders of which the monarch ap- 
pealed. Essad Pasha is under arrest on the 
Austrian cruiser Szigetvar. 

A dispatch to the Neue Freie Presse says 
Essad Pasha visited the king on Monday and 
resigned as minister of war. Immediately 
afterwards an army of his supporters at- 


tacked the palace. Essad himself fired the 
first shot. 


Use Machine Gun. 

King William appealed to the commanders 
of the warships in the harbor and they land- 
ed detachments which attacked Essad Pa- 
sha’s palace with machine guns. Dasad 
Pasha sent a messenger to the commander 
of the foreign detachment, asking to be al- 
luwed to go on board an Italian warship. 
This request was refused and Basad Pasha 
was then arrested. 

The insurrection is directed against the 
dynasty and the government. The mpret 
(the title of the new king) and his family 
are being protected by sailors from Austrian 
and Italian warships at Durazzo, 


Object to Taxation. 

The situation is rot clear, but, according 
to dispatches from Dwrazzo, the trouble is 
largely due to the people’s objection to the 
taxes and to compuls%ry military service, and 
is complicated by characteristic local feuds 
and intrigues, in which Essad Pasha, not- 
withstanding his effusive professions of loy- 
alty to the mpret, is deeply concerned. 

Essad Pasha is a prisoner with his wife 
on the Austrian cruiser Szigetvar, and will 
remain at the pleasure of the mpret. 

Two thousand rebels concentrated yester- 
day at Shiak, seven miles from Durazzo, and 
are threatening the capital. It is said mar- 
tial law has been or is about to be prociaimed 
at Durazzo. There was fighting between the 
Dutch gendarmerie and Essad Pasha’s body- 
guard before the arrest of the minister of 
war. 


CONFIRMS ALBANIAN REPORTS. 

BUDAPEST, May 19.—Count Leopold von 
Berchthold, the Austro-Hungarian minister 
of foreign affairs, addressing the Austrian 
delegation today, confirmed the rumors of 
troubles in Albania. 

In order to insure the protection of Prince 
William, who had accepted the Albanian 
throne, and his court, the commanders of 
the Italian and Austrian guardship had 
agreed to land detachments of bluejackets, 
but the landing forces, he said, as yet had 
taken no active part. 


WELSH WIN CHURCH FIGHT; 
BILL PASSES THIRD READING. 


Measure Removes Established Body 
and All Corporations Are to Be 
Dissolved, 

LONDON, May 19.—The first bill to become 
a law under the operation of the parliament 
act is the Welsh disestablishment bill which 
passed its third reading in the house of com- 
mons tonight by a vote of 8238 to 251. 

Among other things the Bill provides that

Carlo, the lake region in England, and the 
“life” of Paris and Berlin. 

What do you want to see? Tell us your 
hobby and we will gratify it.“ That is the 
situation tn Europe this summer. 

To musicians is offered grand opera in Lon- 
don—Covent garden—until the last part of 
July; the Wagner-Mozart festival at Munich 
in August and September, and if the traveler 
is so minded, another Mozart festival at 
Salzburg. 

If the American be of a religious cast of 
mind he may attend a congreas of almost 
any sect. There is the twenty-fifth interna- 
tional eucharistic congress at London, de- 
ginning on July 22, to which large numbers of 
American Roman Catholics will go; an inter- 
national Socialist conference at Vienna in 
August; a meeting of the Society of Friends 
at London in May; a Unitarian congress 
again at London early in June. 

Possibly the most interesting of the events 
will be the three or four expositions. The 
centenary of Norway's independence, at 
which the modern industrial Norway will be 
contrasted with the old Norway, will be 
from June to October. 


Anglo-American Exposition, 

The Anglo-American exposition at Shep- 
ard’s Bush, London, part of the peace cele- 
bration, and the Swiss national exhibition 
which the government designates “a com- 
plete and harmonious display of the entire 
industrial and social life of the Swiss peo- 
ple,” will be held at Berne. Then there 
is the Baltic exposition, which has already 
begun. The Swedish government is the pro- 
moter, and Germany, Russia, and Denmark 
are participating. Buildings for machin- 
ery, forestry, fisheries, and the fine arts 
are now open. 

For persons interested in literature there 
will be several events. Baconians will have 
an opportunity to voice their theories when 
the seven hundredth anniversary of his birth 
is celebrated at Oxford about June 1. On 
Aug. 1 they can attend the Shakspeare fes- 
tivals at Stratford-on-Avon. 

Another interesting event to bookish per- 
eons is the international exposition of the 
book industry at Leipsic, which will be open 
all summer. The exposition covers the whole 
feld of bookmaking from the manufacture 
of paper te hygiene in print shops. New 
methods of color printing and photographic 
reproduction will be shown. In conjune- 
tion with that the International Bibliograph- 
le congress will meet Aug. 1. 


All Kinds of Art Exhibitions. 
Art of every description is upon view. 
There are no less than a dosen exhibitions 
of paintings, miniatures, and engravings in 
England alone during the summer. At Ber- 
lin, Munich, and Darmstadt there are others,

A garden, city, end town planning 
association will follow at London in July and 
August, and in August also will comea meet- 
ing on penal institutions. The Fourth Inter- 
national Congress for Hygienic Housing will 
be held at Antwerp in August and Septem- 
ber. 

Berne, Switzerland, is the stage for sev- 
eral conferences on medical subjects, chiefly 
the treatment of tuberculosis and the study 
of nerve diseases, from September 2 to 12. 

But it is for the traveler who wants pleas- 
ure without improvement of mind that the 
most exciting program could be mapped out. 
The new game of air racing has brought 
crowds to dull towns, and the rough passage 
from Dover to Calais may be made this sum- 
mer by an adventurous person with plenty 
of money in some kind of air boat. 

Races of speed and endurance, many of 
them for large prizes, will be made et least 
every third day from some point near the 
channel.

Big Aviation Meet in France. 

For those particularly interested in avia- 
tion it would be well to arrange a schedule 
which will bring them to Rheims between 
Sept. 20 and 27, when the grand international 
air race for the Gordon Bennett cup is to 
occur. Under the terms of the gift the win- 
ning nation becomes the custodian of the cup 
for a year, and has the privilege of staging 
the subsequent year’s contest. HEingland and 
America are planning to send complete 
teams of three acroplanes each. Three 
French racers will defend the cup, which 
they won last year. 

June will see most of the flights in Norway 
and Denmark. The stage will shift to the 
Atlantic coast of France and to London in 
July, and to Germany, Holland, and Bel- 
gium in August. 

Yachting does not show any indications of 
being overshadowed by the wings of the air 
boats. A new organization known as the 
Boat Racing association, has been formed, 
with Sir Charles Allen at the head, and has 
given new stimulus to class racing.“ The 
real feature of the season, however, will be 
the racing. of the A class for schooners, 
yawls, and ketches, probably in August. 
The Kiel regatta will begin on June 24. 


Auto Racing Lends Attraction. 

It is the automobile racing that has suf - 
fered most from aeroplane competition. 
Only a few meetings of interest are sched- 
uled, some for speed and some for efficiency. 
The Grand Prix, starting from Lyons on 
July 4 and covering 470 miles in central 
France, probably will be the favorite, though 
the Brooklands Auto Racing club meeting 
in June and August in England promises 
interest. 

Automobile shows will be given ‘at Berlin 
and at Paris in late September and early 
October. 

A cricket team from Haverford college, 
near Philadelphia, will journey to England 
late in June for a series of matches with 
various English schools. The date for the 
opener has been set for June 25. For those 
interested in the game there will be oppor- 
tunities practically all through the summer 
to see good matches. Horse racing will at- 
tract crowds all summer in Bngland. 

Possibly, after struggling to obtain ice 
water in four or five languages, tourists will 
be tempted to attend the universal Esper- 
anto congress to be held in Paris on Aug. 2. 

There are hundreds of other things to do 
in Europe. A summer’s trip has become 80 
complex that selection is necessary. Taking 
a cure at one of the many mineral baths 
is one of the pleasant events for the nerve- 
worn American.

Only National Products Will 
Be Shown Northwest of 
the Capital. 


REAL SIGHT FOR TOURIST 


Glimpse of Perfect“ Hotel and 
Restaurant to Be Given Ex- 
position Visitors. 


Switserland is giving this summer its third 
national exhibition at Berne, the capital. 
One was held at Zürich in 1888 and another 
at Geneva in 1896. 

In limiting the exhibition te nations’ 
products only it naturally follows that ow- 
ing to the comparatively smail area of 
Switzerland the hope of organizing a real 
national exhibition is possible of realiza- 
tion. While international expositions or 
those held in larger countries are by their 
size compelled to epecialize in one or more 
kindred departments, 


Main Sections of Exhibition. 

The exhibition contains seven main sec- 
tions: 

Agriculture and mining. 

Trades, industries, and engineering. 

Commerce and traffic, Including sports and 
touring. 

Political economy and public welfare. 

National defense. 

Arts and eciences. 

International bureaux. 

The site of the exhibition is on an elevated 
plateau to the northwest of Berne, on the 
borders of the Bremgarten forest. It is open 
to the east and south and commands from 
every part a wonderful view of the Bernese 
Oberland. 

The area of the exhibition grounds meas- 
ures some 500,000 square meters, of which 
125,000 are covered with the buildings, while 
the remainder of the site is laid out tn such 
a way as to harmonize with the neighbor- 
ing forest. 


Electric Road Penetrates Grounds. 

An electric railway circulates over the 
whole of the exhibition grounds, which are 
divided into three fields, the Neufeld, the 
Mittelfeld, and the Viererfeld. 

Among the numerous important exhibits 
in the Neufeld are architecture and decora- 
tive art, textile industry, watches, paper 
industry and graphic art, chemical products, 
national defense, education, administration, 
hygienics, international associations, means 
of transportation, civil engineering and ma- 
chinery. 

The Mittelfeld, as its name implies, occu- 
pies the center of the exhibition grounds and 
as such it was chosen as the site of the im- 
posing Festival hall and the model hotel and 
restaurant. Horticulture, provisions, and 
the chocolate industry are, however, also 
repesented in this section. 

In a setting of artistically laid out gardens, 
in the shadow of the proud old Bremgarten 
forest and with an incomparable view of the 
Alps, this group of buildings forms an admir- 
able center of the exhibition. 


“Perfect”? Hotel and Restaurant. 

In view ot the fact that the Swiss are past 
masters in the art of hotel keeping, visitors 
will probably be especially interested in the 
perfect hotel and restaurant—an ingen/- 
ous structure in a novel style of architecture 
where the newest ideas in furnishing will 
be demonstrated in a series of bedrooms, sit- 
ting rooms, salons, eto. 

A perfect restaurant will provide deli- 
cacies fit for kings, and in a quaint “* wein~- 
stube ad joining one may taste the best and 
oldest of Switzerland’s excellent vintages. 
Visitors are even permitted to get a glimpse 
of the kitchen, storerooms and cellars, which 
will Sffer some exceptional object lessons in 
the modern and perfect art of hotel keeping. 

The Viererfeld exhibition with agricul: 
ture and stock breeding, agricultural ma- 


chinery, mining, aviation, fishery, hunting, 


and forestry, sports and touring and eccles- 
lastical art, gives an insight into Swiss rural 
life.

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BELGIUM DELIGHT 10 TOURIST 


So Small Her Wonders Are Prone 
to Be Overlooked. 


HOME OF FLEMISH ART. 


Brussels and Antwerp Offer Much to 
American Sightseer. 


For such a very small country, Belgium 
offers a wealth of interesting points te the 
American tourist. It i@ so mall, in fact, 
that in the rush to see everything in Europe 
it is likely: to be forgotten. 

Ostend, from its reputation as a bathing 
place, drawe crowds of visitora, but the rest 
of the country generally is one continuous 
impression of the paintings of fat women by 
the famous Rubens, and of equally famous 
but less individual, work of the other giants 
of the Flemish school. 

Taking Brussels as a center, interesting 
months or years might be ent there. Brus- 
sels ig so accessible from almost every coun- 
try in Europe that almost every kind of per- 
son may be met there. It has its interesting 
points for the sightseer, too. There is an 
interesting town hall and a cathedral of note 
as well az other remains of the brilliant old 
city of Burgundian dukes and German em- 
perors. The posatbilities of spending money 
for excitement are large. 


Antwerp’s Pictures Famous. 

Half an hour’s railroad ride from Brussels 
brings the tourist to Antwerp, which is the 
commercial center of the nation and the 
birthplace of Rubens. It has miles of docks— 
more than New York can boast of. In the 
midst of this activity is the old Steen castle, 
the fortress-palace of the former Marquessaes 
of Antwerp, still as formidable looking as 
in the days when it was necessary as a de- 
fense. The Steen is not a ruin, however. It 
contains a complete collection of furniture 
and weapons of the middle age, including 
the tmplements used in silencing political 
enemies. 

Antwerp is best known to travelers for its 


pictures. Rubens, Van Dyck, and Teniers 


are all here better represented than in any 
other place. The cathedral contains three of 
Rubens’ best known works; the rest are 
scattered about the other churches and the 
galleries. 

Ghent is another city of interest. It is ac- 
cessible easily from Brussels, and is worth the 
trip. Its cathedral and its ruined Castle of 
the Counts do not go much farther back than 
Its lace workers. Seme of the old guild halis 
present interesting facts concerning the 
state of labor in the city during the early 
days. 


“Forgotten Cities” Interesting. 

Some of the forgotten cities of Belgium are 
worth the time of the leisurely traveler. He 
would find himself introduced to little re- 
garded history in the half forgotten ruins of 
the cities of ancient Flanders, such as Tour- 
nal, Andinarde, and Ypres. Along the Meuse 
are relics of medieval times with historical 
pedigrees. 

One of the most enjoyabie things the trav- 
eler can do in Belgium is to take an automo- 
bile trip from Liege to Namur. The etart 
should be made in the morning. Huy will be 
reached in two hours and Dinant at a good 
hour forlungheon. Namur can be made com- 
fortably for the night. 


NEUENAHR IS WELL ATTENDED. 


Springs Have Atmosphere of Modern 
and Ancient History with Roman 
Coffins Recalling Conquest. 


Ancient history, with occasional stone cof- 
fins from Roman times, fifteenth century 
legends, and modern society meet in Neue- 
nahr, one of the well attended springs of the 
Rhine valley. The town has grown up around 
a cluster of mineral springs with curative 
qualities. It is situated on the Ahr, a small 
tributary of io Blige Rhine and not far from 
Cologne. The springs were made use of by 
the Romans in their period of conquest, asa 
health resort, and have continued as such 
ever since. Later the neighborhood was 
dominated by the bloodthirsty Graf von 
Neuenahr, whose memory guides make use 
of in their tours of the town. Good accom- 
modation may be had at the new Kurhaus 
hotel with the thermal bathe which have 
just been opened. The Apollinaris springs 
are in the neighborhood.

England Good Place to Accustom 
One’s Self to Foreign 
Diet. 


If you should by any chanceland at Brem- 
erhaven and begin your tour of Durope from 
the northern end of Germany the first thing 
you will miss unless you go to a very Amer- 
ican place, is breakfast. And this chrono- 
logically begins the problem of eating. 

Europeans do not seem to feel the need 
of fruit, cereal, eggs, pancakes, and coffee 
for breakfast. You probably oversieep, and 
before you know it a maid—this of course in 
the hotels—is bringing up a tray with two 
steaming pitchers on it. One of them is full 
of un-American coffee and the other of hot 
milk. There is a dish of. brotchen along- 
side, with plenty of butter, and for a slight 
extra charge, honey or marmalade. The 
brotchen,: by the way, are rolls of various 
kinds. The American begins his day for 
the first two weeks or so by eating a dozen 
or more of these rolls. 

But, except for breakfast, the kind of 
food which Americans get all over the 
continent is French. On the beaten tracks 
French cookery has a monopoly, and is con- 
sequently expensive. There are always 
places, such as railway restaurants, gener- 
ally good, which serve native food, but it is 
always a risk to order dishes you have never 
heard of. 


Wiener Schnitzel His Diet. 

One American youth went through Ger- 
many ordering wiener schnitzel, because he 
did not dare try anything else. 

England te the least French, and is a good 
step to the more foreign kinds of fare. The 
Englishman loves solid, simple food, not deli- 
cately served, and he expects travelers in his 
land to ike the same kind, Steaks and chops, 
joints, vegetables, and puddings are his 
piéces de résistance. Restaurants are scarce 
in England. You are expected to eat at 
hotels. Of them there are the first class hos- 
telries, not to be differentiated from those 
of New York except by the price, which, if 
possible, is higher. There are besides these 
older and less pretentious hotels at 
moderate rates and certain private hotels at 
still lower price. Many hoteles will grant 
pension rates for a stay of a week or more. 

France, as a happy hunting ground of the 
gourmet, is a delusion. Good food may be 
come by-if you know where to look, but it is 
expensive, and rarely to be found outside of 
Paris and its environs. 


Roadside Inn a Myth. 

The little roadside inn with the magical 
cook is as mythical and elusive as the Golden 
Fleece. French pensions are just about the 
same as American boarding houses, some 
good and some very bad. In the really 
good ones, as in America, the prices are not 
so much lower than those of hotels as one 
is led to believe. 

As for Germany, the food is still very Ger- 
man, except in the cities, which especially 
cater to Americantrade. But the Germans 
have made great strides in the last years. 
Restaurants of the French kind, for those 
who do not like the heavy German cook- 
ery, are springing up all over and arecharg- 
ing substantial prices. An additional charge 
is almost always made if you do not take 
wine. 

For the traveler with neither the inclina- 
tion nor the purse for these hotels and res- 
taurants, there are good pensions at the uni- 
versity towns and at all pointe where large 
numbers of Germans congregate. The food 
is Simple, plentiful, and German. e 


Beer Gardens Plentiful. 

The country is full of beer gardens with 
passable restaurants. Almost every excur- 
sion the Germans make ends atone. Amer- 
icans are likely to stop at every conditore! 
they can find the first few weeks. They are 
little dakeshops which serve sweet cakes 
and pastry of an especially tempting nature.

BEWARE OF SPEED LAWS 


Road Rules Are Confusing and 
License Codes Must Be 
Watched, 


Motorists who have found Duropean travel 
in past years fraught with inconveniences 
will return to find the regulations much 
simplified and most of the hindrances cleared 
away. 

Custom regulations are the first obstacle 
the motorist meets upon landing. In the 
ordinary course of events he has te leave 
a deposit. usually.in gold at the frontier, 
which. 9 


eral automobile clubs and associations may 
issue @ triptyque to the members of the club 
which will permit the motorist te pass the 
frontier of any of the above mentioned 
countries without payment of duty. 


How Triptyque Is Used. 

One part of the triptyque is retained by 
the frontier customs house when the car en- 
ters a foreign country, another is retained 
at the frontier place where the car leave 
‘the country, and the third part must be duly 
stamped and signed by the customs officials 
at the place of entry and exit and is re- 
talned by the motorist as evidence that the 
car has left the country in question. The 
triptyque represents 4 cash bond, which the 
asso¢iation puts up for its members. The 
deposited money may be collected upon 
presentation of the third part of the trip- 
cique. 

These triptyques are issued only to mem- 
ders of these touring clubs and associations. 
he fees for membership are unusually low, 
hat of the Touring Club of France, for m- 
stance, is only 51.28 annually or $25 for 
te membership. Americans usually are 
allowed to apply for membership in the |

One of the inconveniences of European 


travel is the different standards of money. 
A table showing the exact exchange rate 


of the various national currencies with that 
of the United States might be given. but be- 


cause of the different purchasing power of 


the money: it is not especially valuable. 
With the exception of England and Egypt 
all of the nations have adopted the decimal 
system of currency. 


Relative Values of Currency, 
Roughly corresponding with the quarter in 
the United States are the shilling in England, 
the mark in Germany, the franc in France, 
Belgium, and Switzerland, the peseta in 
Spain, and the lira in Italy. The Russian 


unit, 1 ruble of 100 kopecks, is worth about 
50 cents, and in Holland the florin or gulden 


is worth 40 cents. The Egyptian unit is the 
piastre of 40 paras. The piastre is worth 
about 5 cents. 

In Italy the tourist almost always accumu-

Harder Problem for Women. 
For the woman the problem is not much 
more complicated. A tailored suit, a big

Great Question of Tips.“ 

On shipboard you have access to your hand 
baggage and one steamer trunk which slips 
beneath your berth. The rest of the baggage 
is in the hold and cannot be reached. After 
you have reached Europe, however, you will 
find no baggage checks such as ours, anda 
steamer trunk would be worse than a white 
elephant. 

Then there is the question of tips Tou are 
surrounded by stewards on shipboard. They 
prepare your baths and bring you tea and 
bouillon with toast and wafers in the morn- 
ings and afternoons. The matter of tips is 
not one of sentiment but one of business. 
The fees are expected. They should not be 
paid until the close of the voyage. The table 
steward should receive at least $2.50 for each 
person served at the tables. The room stew- 
ard expects from $2.50 to $5, and usually de- 
serves it. The deck steward should receive 
not lese than $1 for each person whom he
